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preface. 



For some years I have been making such researches as lay in my 
power, with the object of establishing the connection which tradition 
says exists between the Feildens of Lancashire and the Feildings of 
Warwickshire. Hitherto, I am bonnd to say, success has not crowned 
my efforts; but having searched — besides all printed histories and 
pedigrees that I could find— all the Wills of Feildens or Feildings 
proved in London from the earliest times to 1760, and many of those 
at Chester, at Lichfield, and at York, to about 1700, as well as the 
Parish Eegisters at Blackburn and Great Harwood (to which the 
Vicars of those places most kindly gave me free access), I have ac- 
quired a good deal of information that has hitherto been lost sight 
of. Many members of the Feilden family have also kindly placed at 
my dispOBal mfonnation, derived from their own personal knowledge, 
of more recent events in the various branches of the family. Under 
these circumstances I have thought it might interest at least some of the 
rather numerous progeny of Eandle Feilden, first called "of Witton'* 
(having bought land there towards the end of the seventeenth century), 
to have the information which had been collected printed. 

Those who may take the trouble to examine critically the Pedigree 
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which ia now placed before them mayaek, "Why do you ignore altogether 
the first three generations of Feildens of Great Harwood as given in Bnrke's 
'History of the Conunonera' 9" My answer is that I cannot find any 
proof whatever o£ the atatementa therein contained, after Bearching, as I 
believe, all the sources from which Burke could derive information. To 
take the first statement, that " Handle Feilden was bom 1510, was a 
governor of the Blackburn School in 1567, and died at Great Harwood 
1594;' the [[uestion arises, how do we know that any Eandle Feilden 
was born in 1510? The Great Harwood Eogiaters begin in IStiO, and 
the Blackburn Registers not until about 1614, so neither of these 
Eegisters can be the authority. The original Charter of the Blackburn 
Grammar School, which I have seen, is dated 1567, and "Rannlphus 
ffielden " is nanaed with some fifty other persons as one of the original 
governors, but nothing is given by which to identify him; and I may 
here say that the books of the said Grammar School are of little use 
for pedigree purposes, as when new governors are elected their names 
only are given, without parentage; and without address. 

The statement that this Handle Feilden died at Great Harwood, 
1694, I cannot prove. There is no such entry in the Great Harwood 
burials, though there is an entry of a Baudle Feilden (no parents' name) 
baptized there in that year. I need not go through each and every state- 
ment in Mr. John Burke's pedigree. No doubt Mr. John Burke had not 
the time which I have had to devote to the search of the Blackburn and 
Great Harwood Eegistera, aud I cannot help thinking that whenever 
he met with the name Feilden in any of the Registers he concluded, 
that the person named was a member of the family whose descent he 
was endeavouring to trace. A careful search of both Registers shews 
that two or three hundred years ago every township almost in the 
neighbourhood of Blackburn had its family of FeUdens, and to make 
the task of tracing descents more hopeless, the Great Harwood baptismal 
Registers previously to IGOO but rarely give either the uaiue or the 
residence of the parents. To shew the frequency of the name, the 
Great Harwood Register mentions no leas than sisteen Feildens as 
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being baptized in the years 1592 to 1696, both inclusive. The Registers 
of Blackburn and Great Harwood between them shew that from 
1600 and 1700 there were Feildens of Great Harwood, of Higher Town 
and- of Lower Town — both in Great Harwood, of the Bank, of Rishton, 
of Blackburn, of Holt, of Clayton, of Livesey, of Pythorne, of Wilpshire, 
of Oswaldtwistle, of Lower Darwen, of Salisbury, etc. A very casual 
search in the Registers at Whalley shewed me that the name was common 
in other townships besides those above quoted ; and any attempt to form 
a pedigree from the Registers alone, with their scanty information as 
to parentage, unaided by Wills or other such documents, seems quite 
hopeless. 

That Mr. John Burke himself did not feel very sure of the pedigree 
he put into the * History of the Commoners ' seems probable, from the 
fact that although in his own book he recorded those generations to 
which I have ventured to demur, the first Feilden who is named in the 
pedigree which he had entered for Mr. Feilden in the College of Arms 
in 1836 is Henry Feilden, bom 1693, who married Elizabeth Sudell. 

In the following pages I have endeavoured, by the aid of notes, to 
shew my authority for the principal new matter introduced, and I have 
inserted nothing that I do not believe to be capable of proof according 
to the regulations usually observed by modern heralds.

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NOTES TO THE PEDIGREE OF FEILDEN OF GREAT HARWOOD. 



A. Henry Feilden, in his will, dated 20 April, 1683, gives his son Randle half 
of his house, garden, mill, etc. He mentions his grandsons Daniel Bentley and 
Henry Feilden, also his sons Randle and Robert Feilden. He gives his sister 
Grace Burgess £5, and some legacies to his servant, George Feilden Childers, and 
leaves residue in equal shares to his " son Henry, Jennet Haworth, and Magdelene 
Feilden." Executors his " said son Henry Feilden and Richard Haworth his son 
in law." 

B. There is the will of a Robert Feilden of Great Harwood named in the Index 
of Wills at Chester as having been proved in 1670, but it is said to have been 
destroyed by damp. This is in addition to the will of Robert Feilden proved in 
1671, and of which an abstract is given in note D. 

c. Robert Feilden, who died in 1697, is described in his will as of Great 
Harwood, in the County of Lancaster, mercer. He mentions his dwelling house in 
which he lived, and the shop, garden, and half of the backside thereunto belonging, 
also half of a dwelling house called " Piccop tenement " in Great Harwood. Mentions 
also his wife Mary Feilden, his son Henry Feilden, his younger children, his son 
John Feilden, and his daughters Katherine Feilden, Martha Feilden, and Mary 
Feilden. Appoints his wife Mary Feilden and his brother Randle Feilden 
guardians and tutors of all his children, and also Executors. Mentions his five 
children. 

The witnesses were Dan. Bentley, Hen. Feilden, and Thos. Whalley. Proved 
by Mary Feilden, widow, the relict, and Randolph Feilden, the Executors. 

There are two tombstones in the Churchyard at Great Harwood which I was 
told belonged to some of the Feilden family. The two stones are about seven feet 
in length each, and some three feet in width. They are raised about two feet from 
the ground, and are cramped together. The inscriptions are nearly worn oflF, and 
when first I saw them I could not make out anything ; but on l/th Sept. 1875, 1 
happened to see them when wet, and with a strong, but low sunlight upon them, 
and made out some of the lettering. On the southern stone I could only make 
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out Hic jAcet CO . . . V . . . ; but on the northern stone I read clearly hic jacet 

CORPVS ROBERTVS FIELDEN QVIS OBIIT QVARTVS DIE MAH 1697. TMs, nO doubt, 

is the tombstone of Robert Feilden whose will is abstracted above. As my 
researches were undertaken with a view to ascertain the pedigree of the Feildens 
of Witton, I did not search the registers at Great Harwood, nor the wills at York, 
later than 1700. Possibly a further search would shew the southern tombstone to 
be that of Mary, the widow of Robert. 

D. Kobert Feilden, who died in 1670, is described in his will as of Great 
Harwood, yeoman. He leaves property in Yorkshire and Lancashire to his eldest 
son, James. He names his son Thomas, his youngest son, Richard, and his second 
son, Robert ; also his daughter, EUzabeth Feilden, and his sister, Jenett Harwood 
of Altham. Jenett Harwood was named sole Executor, but renounced in favour 
of James and Robert Feilden 20 Jan. 167^.

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NOTES ON PEDIGREE OF FEILDEN OF WITTON. 



E. Handle Feilden, who died 1722, is styled in his will " of Blackburn in the 
county of Lancaster, yeoman." He gives his wife Mary £300, and £12 a year in 
lieu of dower. He gives his son Henry lands in Witton, also a tenement in Great 
Harwood called "Harrisons" and "Cunliffes," a house in Blackburn called 
*' Nagg-poole," one called " Baron," and his own dwelling-house ; his wife Mary and 
son Henry to halve the furniture ; also to his Bon Henry he gives '* Sagars " tene- 
ment in Blackburn, and a close near Four Lane Ends in Bevidge, also " Hill 
tenement " in Lower Darwen, and a small parcel of land in Clayton-le-Moors. 

He gives his son Robert his land in Balderston called "Beardwood" and 
" Wilworth," also " Fatbacks " in Great Harwood, and £1000. 

He gives his daughter Catherine, " now the wife of Mr. Jonathan Patten of 
Manchester," five broad pieces of gold. 

Also to his sister Magdalene Smalley £5. Residue to sons Henry and Robert. 
His wife Mary to be sole Executrix. 

There was some difficulty in proving that this Randle Peilden, the undoubted 
progenitor of the Feildens of Witton, was identical with Randle Feilden, bapt. 
at Great Harwood in 1645, but so many circumstances tend to shew that this was 
the case that there seems now no doubt of it. Tradition, before the words on the 
tomb of Robert Feilden, who died 1697, were deciphered, said that the tomb was 
that of a member of the same family as the Feildens of Witton, but not in the 
direct line of descent. 

Randle Feilden, who was bom 1645, inherited land in Great Harwood from his 
father, and had a sister Magdalene, and Randle Feilden, the first of the Witton 
line, devised land in Great Harwood, and left a legacy to his sister Magdalene 
Smalley. The name Magdalene is uncommon, so much so, that this is the only 
time I have met with it in my searches in the Blackburn and Great Harwood 
Registers, and it is enough, to my mind, to prove the identity of the two 
Randies. 
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Two or three years ago my brother-in-law, Oswald Feilden, found amongBfc aome 
papers at Witton a document which I hare seen, and which nms thns : — 

'' Received 13 Feb. 1693 of my nncle Bandle flfeilden the sun of 

six pounds in fall of a legacy left by Henry ffeflden my grandfiaither. 

I say received £6. 

"DA3f. Bestlet. 

'* Witnessed by 

"Robert Feildek.'* 

This no doubt is the receipt for the legacy of £5 left by H^oiy Feilden 
(Note A«) to his grandson Daniel Bentley, and the &ct of the receipt having 
remained at Witton tends to shew still further the connection between the two 
families. The addition of £1 to the legacy was no doubt for interest ; probably 
Daniel Bentley was a minor when his grandfather died. I cannot identify Henry 
Feilden, the co-legatee, with Daniel Bentley. The testator had a grandson Henry, 
son of Robert, and also a grandson Henry, son of Randle, as shewn in the 
Pedigrees, but both were bom after the date of the will. 

Robert or Randle may, however, have had a son named Henry who died young, 
or the testator's son Henry may have had a son of that name. 

F. Mary Feilden, who died in 1737, in her will mentions " her son Robert of 
Manchester," " her grand-daughter Margaret Patten, dau. of Jonathan Patten,'* 
" the children of her son Henry," " her grandson John, son of Henry," " her 
grand-daughter Ann, dau. of Henry," " her son Henry's other children." 

G. John Sudall of Blackburn, chapman, dated his will 9 Feb. 1737, and it was 
proved at Chester 15 May, 1739. He settled apparently large estates on his four 
sons by name with various remainders, and amongst others to his daughter 
Elizabeth, wife of Henry Feilden of Blackburn, gentleman, and to his grandson 
John Feilden. 

John Sudall was buried at Blackburn 22 April, 1739. 

H. Henry Feilden, who died 1742, left an imperfect will, or rather memorandum, 
dated 17 Jan. 1739. No executors were named in it, so Robert Feilden of Man- 
chester (his brother) took out letters of administration on behalf of the children 
17 July, 1742. The names and ages of the children were given thus : — ^Ann, set. 
20 ; John, aet. 14 ; Catherine, set. 11 ; Joseph, set. 8 ; Mary, set. 9 ; Henry, set. 4. 

I. John Feilden is described in his will, of which there is a copy at Witton, as 
**of Blackburn, co. Lane, gentleman." The will is dated 16 March, 1771, and 
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recites a deed dated 26 Nov. 1753, between " me the said John Peilden, by the name, 
addition, and description of John Feilden, late of Blackburn, but then of Man- 
chester, CO. Lane, merchant, son and heir of Henry Feilden, and grandson and 
heir of Randle Feilden, both deceased, of the first part," etc., " John Starkie of 
Heywood in said county, Esq., and John Whalley of Blackburn, Esq., of second 
part, and Ann Feilden, my well beloved-wife, sister of aforesaid John Starkie, of 
third part," recites marriage, and so on. 

He mentions Mary Feilden, " dau. of said Henry Feilden," also Joseph, son of 
Henry. Also his sister Ann Craven of Blackburn, widow, and her chOdren, John, 
Agnes, Elizabeth, and Catherine. 

Names his nephew William Whalley, then under age. 

Makes his wife Ann Feilden and his brother Joseph Executors. 

K. Ann Feilden's will was dated 1 March, 1780, and a codicil 28 May, 1782. 
Proved at Chester 28 August, 1786. Recites she is a widow; gives a legacy to 
her nephew James Starkie of Heywood ; names her niece Mary Starkie, dau. of 
her brother Joseph Starkie, M.D. ; names other Starkies, and " Mr. Joseph Feilden 
of Blackburn, my brother-in-law."
